RIMARILY, The Temple is a cosmie organie centre, the eonstituent 
parts of which are the units of eolleetive humanity. 

Coineident with the original impulse, the first emanation from the Cen- 
tral] Spiritual Sun—the Universal Heart—ceame into manifestation, the 
Father-Mother-Son, the triangular eorner 8tone of The Temple, upon whieh 
is riging, age by age, a geometrically perfect edifice. The cap stones to 
the pillars of the porch, and the onter walls are now being laid, preliminary 
to the work of the roof-builders—the humanity of the sixth great root-race. 

The place of each stone is determined by the law of zelection, and the 
same law determines the different Degrees and Orders which lead to and 
from the great Stone of Sacrifice which rests upon the pavement of the 
Central Square. 

The development of outer conditions, planes and personalities must keep 
pace with and correspond to the development of the interior man, or evolu- 
tionary force would be diverted from its proper channels. 

When the Craftsman or Apprentice to any Degree has finighed his term 
of nervice, and has mastered all the details of the work, he is © recognized” ” 
by the Master Builder, and raiged to a higher Degree, although he may never 
be eonscious of the pregence of that Magster, until his apprenticeship is 
eompleted, and he in turn becomes a Master of a lower Degree. 

The organization of The Temple, the members of which belong by evolu- 
tionary right to a certain Degree of Coamiec Life, which Degree is 8ubdivided 
into 8even Orders, is the continuation and expansion of the work of the 
Masters revivified in this country a quarter of a century ago by certain 
ehelas or disciples. 

To the efforts of the Masters is due the impulse which has cauned the 
great advance in scientific, philosophical and gocial endeavor; for they are 
the guardians of Ancient Wisdom and Knowledge, in which lies the root 
of all progress; and the work of The Temple is to cultivate and embody 
the highest principles of all sguch endeavor in one stupendous living organie 
whole. 

It is a eommon belief that the fires on the altars of the Ancient Temples 
bave been permitted to die out: but **thoge who know?” gay this is not true; 
that they are but hidden from the view of the masses, awaiting the time 
when the veil of ignorance and corruption hanging before the hearts of the 
humanity of this transitory period, 8hall be rent asunder, and the light of 
the ages become manifest to all. The time is comparatively elose at hand 
when the doors of ** The Temple of the Mysteries”” hall onee more gwing 
outward. The Site of that once wonderful struetyre has been redigecovered, 
and when the Lord, the Saviour, the Elder Brother of the human race onee 
more reappears to claim his own, He will find a place prepared for him by 
those who, having heard this call, ** Come over and help us,”” have faithfully 
responded, and have taken up their share of the burden of responsibility.

psychic mm the sense_ the word is used by students of Occultism in modern 
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times, but in the sense of Soul. The law relates to the descent of higher 
manasic or soul knowledge along that definite line of teachers reaching from \ 
the Gods—the Rishis and Kumaras and others next in that line, to the 
{Hierophants of different hierarchial lines, thence to Masters of the higher 
corresponding degrees, among whom are all the Avatars of the human 
race,” who are the teachers of the Masxters and Initiates of lesser degrees, and 
their representatives commonly known as Agents, Priests, Disciples, Teach 
ers who follow them on the line, and who become the religious instructors 
of the masses of humanity who are in physical incarnation during each age. 

The selection of the representatives of the Masters of a given degree 
does not depend upon their being in incarnation at the time of their 
Selection, but they must come into incarnation and he prevared for initiation 
hefore the passing out of those- whom they are to succeed. Their selection 
depends almost entirely upon the degree of self-development they have 
attained. The attainment of the attributes and qualities of Faith, Devotion, 
Seltlessness, Justice, Patience, Lovalty and Endurance, all of which make 
for the $piritual growth of the <oul. 

Unless the said representatives of the Masters in physical form in anv 
given era can have the full support and protection of the disciples who 
are next below them on that line of teachers, they are at a great disadvan- 
tage 1n one respect. [he very attributes and qualities which they must 
possess to be acceptable to the Masters for the positions which they are to 
hold on the line, make it all the more difhcult for them to meet and deal 
with the conditions im the material world they must live in, and which 
are largely due to the selfisghness and inhumanity of the less s$piritually 
developed individuals of the masses of humanity. 

Such agents, teachers, priests and their assistants are very hable to 
hecome victims of misrepresentation and abuse by snch units of the races 
of mankind as have fallen under the dominion of the Brothers of the 
Shadow,—the line of destrovers of the higher attributes and qualities of 
the soul of man. 

What is of even greater consequence to such teachers 1s, that 1t they 
are not fully <upported by those disciples who are next mm line, it hecomes

Today we are glad and grateful to Sav the crisis Seems to 
be passed, turned into what one might call re-established line of constructive 
current for renewed and hetter service. While what has just been said may 
Seem to hear upon personal rather than Temple life as seen by the Treasurer, 
the two can scarcely he separated this vear owing to the fact that the 
memhers have rallied with a helpfulness, a kindness most remarkable. 
Along with their anxiety for the work itself that it should not $suffer at 
any one pomt bhecause of physical disability on the part of the official it 
would be ungracions, indeed an oversight of large proportion, not to men- 
tron the part the human element has played during the past vear. 

[t has mdeed heen a demonstration of the fact. that has been several 
times $stated in the Temple for the $satisfaction and :omfort of the members 
that no point im the work would he allowed tc weaken to any extent hecause 
of disabtlity of the personnel connected with that point. The figures them- 
Selves even Show for this year, in $pite of difficulties and apart from being 
more, enough or less than the amount required to cover expenses, an 
increase of a trifle more than two hundred dollars over last vear. 

Other vears, vou remember, you have. felt vou have not heen given a 
true treasurer s report at all; that vou have been given instead a philosophical 
eSSay ;- that vou have been grven nothing of the needs, state of treasurv. 
practical s1de of things. 

Dear friends, vou were mistaken. You were given more than yor 
realized. Though the tigures were all given. totals, itemized expenditures, 
abilities, various sources of incomes, dues, Helping Hand. sales of various 
articles, special offerings, etc., it has made no difference. The call for more 
data has always been the same, though the columns were printed with 
convention report on ARTISAN Page. 

You will look back and notice the Treasurer has persisted in keeping 
the Spiritual asSpect hefore vou 4s the most important, necessary feature for 
recognition in obtaining true material success, for in a work like the 
Temple there cannot be any real outer success without true interior, spiritual 
correlation; and from repeated experience year after year it has been made 
more than clear that this spiritual-material union is the determined, unal- 
terable objective on the part of the Lodge in its effort for humanity during 
this cycle through the channel of the Temple.

BY THE OFFICIAL HEAD. 


Drak COMRADES OF THE TEMPLE: 

Last vear in my message [| endeavored to point out the importance of 
the middle path and of the line of least resistance in present world con- 
ditions and in all that we may endeavor to do, either collectively or 
individually. 1 also stated that it was not always easy to find the muddle 
path m any crisis or problem, as it involves the highest discrimination, 
and one must he devoid of prejudice, and, s0 to $speak, personality, 11 
order to hind the middle path. In other words, any problem must be 
looked at dispassionately and in a true philosophical spirit, leaving out the 
personal desires as far as possible. 

] also stated that the middle path is ever the center of unification, 
and wherever unih-ation is at work you can be quite sure that there the 
force of the Christos is operating. The whole world is endeavoring to 
tind the middle path that will lead to unification of races and nations. 
It has not been wholly successful <0 far, but that an earnest attempt is 
being made is very hopeful for the future. That it has not found the 
middle path is because the elements of seltishness, prejudice, and racial antag- 
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onism have operated to thwart the high reconstructive forces that the 
Lodge of Masters have sent into the world for inspiring the hearts and 
minds of those units of our race who are unseltishlv attuned. However, 
we can be assured that the ultimate goal will. he reached. and the matter 
of a few years or even a few centuries does not matter in the plan of 
evolution. 

As I pointed out last year, we are s$till in the stage of fermentation re- 
Sulting from the great world war, and this is but a Step in the process 
of transmutation. As the force of the Avatar impinges more and more 
on the aura of the earth, the old order of things will disappear, to be 
displaced by the new order more in accord with natural and divine law. 
It was also stated that the middle path is the Christos. and the coming 
Avatar 1s the Christos, and if we wish to he in tune with the coming 
Avatar we must attune ourselves to that fundamental middle line, using 
our highest discrimination to find the medium between anv two extremes, 
which medium will give us the point of balance, the point of great power. 

[t 1s not conceivable to me that the precipitation of world karma re- 
Sulting from the great war can go for naught and that we will he right 
back where we were hefore that great precipitation hegan. Were such 4 
negative result to occur one would almost lose hope for humanity, as it 
would imdicate a very sodden condition, indeed, in human nature. 


Perhaps the greatest Surety we have of the true upward $step cons1sts 
in the fact of the great sacrifhices made by millions of human beings. Such 
accumulated sacritice in terms of human thought and feeling 1s a vital 
asset on inner planes and must produce an urge or reflex on the outer plane 
that will impel to the right $step to be taken. even though that step be 
delayed for a time. 

Therefore, I think we are justified in assuming that with the passage 
of a few years, perhaps, all of the personal prejudices and partisan hitterness 
and racial antipatay that have tended to block the true progress of humanity 
toward the goal of world unification will have passed, and the obstructions 
heing thus removed that which should be, will occur quite rapidly and spon- 
taneously, and the whole world will be unified on the lines of an interna- 
tional brotherhood, ihus forming the platform on which the Avatar can 
place His feet for the great impulse of the new order, ushering in, we 
believe, material and s$piritual conditions that will fulfill our highest 1deals 
of altruism. 

Last vear a note was struck at the various meetings of the Convention 
that | feel was not a true note and one that we should endeavor to avoid 
this vear. I refer to the fact that over-much emphasis was placed on what 
Some chose to call outer conditions of poverty. There was a tendency tO 
criticize the Center and the Temple hecause it was not rich in worldly 
goods and money. This concept 1s purely materialistic and I helieve out of 
order in a Lodge movement. It is very likely that if we had magnihcent 
buildings and edifices and thousands and tens of thousands of dollars to 
Spare, we would pay the price for such opulence in not receiving and having 
the power to assimilate the spiritual riches that come to us from the great 


Lodge of Light.

THE HELPING HAND. 


[his important department has been functioning as actively as ever, 
Sending. out to the members helpful matter every month. Members $hould 
endeavor to bear in mind the vital nnportance of the helping hand, for 
unless contributions are received by it the work 1s bound to he more or 
les hampered, for the dues alone, as has been ported out in the past, arc 
not. suffhcient to pay all the current expenses.
